No. 75 . 1 /47- A .- The Indian Legislativo Rules in forco immediately before 
the Astablishment of the Dominion of India is inodified and udapted by the 
President of the Constituent Assembly of India in exercise of the powers con 
ferred by sub -section (8 ) of section 38 of the Government of India Act, 1935 for 
the purposes of the said Assembly when discharging the functions of the Domi 
nion Legislature under the said Act , are hereby published for general informa 
tionit 


1. Short title . These rulcs inay be called the Constituent Assembly 

(Legislative) Rules . 
2 . Definitions . In these rules , unless the context otherwise requires, 

" the Act means the Government of India Act , 1936 as in force 

for the time boing ; 
“ Assembly " means tho Constituent Assembly of India when discharging 

the functions of the Dominion Legislature under the Act ; 
" Financo Minister " includes any Ministor or any member of the Assein 

bly appointed by the Governor -General to perform the functions 

assigned to the Finance Minister undor these rules ; 
Gacetto " mains the Gazetto of India ; 
member moans a member of the Assembly ; 
Minister " means a inember of the Council of Ministers , and includes 

any member to whom such Minister may delegate any function 

assigned to him under these rules ; 
“ President " means the President of tho Constituent Assembly of India ; 
" standing order " means & standing order of the Assembly ; 
Secrotury ” means the Secretary to tho Agaembly and includes any per 

son for the time being performing the duties of the Secretary . 
Words and expressions used in the Act and also in these ruleg shall , unless 

the context otherwise requires , have the meanings assigned to 

them in the Act . 
2A . Bpeaker. ( 1) The Assembly may elect a member of the Assembly to be 
Speaker Thoroof and , so afton us the office of Spoaker becomes vacani, the 
Assembly may elect anothor member to be Speaker . 
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( 2 ) A member holding office ito Speaker of the Assembly shall vacate his 
office if be ceases to be a member of the Assembly , may at any time resign his 
office by writing under his hand addressed to the President, and may be removed 
from his office by a resolution of the Assembly passed by a majority of all the 
then meinbers oi the Asseinbly ; but no rosolution for the purpose of this sub 
rule shall be moved unless at least fourtcen duys notice has been given or the 
inter: tion to move the resolution . 

3 } li { he President is à Minister for thu Dominion or if the office u the 
President in vacant , the Speaker shall pre - ide over the Assembly and may 
exercise all the powers of the President under these rules : 

Provided that nothing in thi . sub -rulle ihall preclude the Pres. dent fronı 
presiding over the Ass inbly until this first ulcic of the Speaker . 

2B . Election of Speaker by the Assembly . - (1 ) The election of a Speaker 
shall be held on such date as the President may fix and the Secretary shall 
Send ti, every member notice of this date . 

( 2) It any time before noon on the day preceding the date so fixed , any . 
mnenler may nominate another member for election by delivering to the Sec 
retary a nomination paper signed by himself as proposer and by a third member 
as seconder ani stating 

(m ) the name of the member nominated , and 
(b ) that the proposer has ascertained that such member is willing to 

serve as Speaker , if elected . 
les on the date of election the person presiding shall read out to the Assembly 
the names of the members who have been duly nominated together with those 
of their proposers and seconders , and , if only one member has been so nomi 
pated , shall declare that member to be elected . If more than one member has 
beeu so nominated , the Assembly shall proceed to elect a Speaker by ballot. 

( 4 ) For the purposes of sub - rule (3 ) a member shall not be deenied to have 
been duly nominated or be entitled to vote if he and his proposer and seconder 
have not, before the reading out of the names by the presiding member , made 
the declaration referred to in rule 20 . 

(5 ) Where more than two candidates have been nominated and at the first 
balļot no candidato obtains more votes than the aggregate votes obtained by 
the other candidates , the canelidate wyho has obtained the smallest number 
of votes shall be excluded from the election and balloting shall proceed , the 
candidate obtaining the smallest number of votes at each ballot being excluded 
from the election until one candidate obtains more votes than the remaining 
candidate or than the aggregate votes of the remaining candidates , as the case 
may be . 

(6 ) Where at any ballot any of three or more candidates obtain an equal 
number of votes and one of them has to be excluded from the election under sub 
rule (5 ) the determination as between the candidates whose votes are equal of 
the candidate who is to be excluded shall be by drawing of lots. 

- Every member shall , before taking his seat 
in the Assembly, make a declaration in the following form , namely : 
" I .. . ... . a member of the Constituent Assembly of India , do dedicate 

myself in all humility to the service of India and her people to the 
end that this ancient land attain her rightful and honoured place 
in the world and make her full and willing contribution to the 

promotion of world peace and the welfare of mankind .” .

Provided that a member muy, by notice given at any time before the mirting 
for which his question has been placed on the list, withdraw his question , or 
postpone it to a Inter dry to be specified in the notice , and on suelt later day 
the question shal), subject to the provisions of clause (iv ), be placed on the 
list after all questions which have not been no postponed : 

Provided further that a postponed question shall not be placed on the list 
until two clear days have expired from the time when the notice of postpone 
ment has been received by the Secretary . 


9 . Questions regarding controversy between authorities . --. lu matters which 
aro or have been the subject of controversy botween the Government of India 
and a Provincial Government, no question shall be asked except as to matters 
of fact , and tho answer shall be confined to a statement of fact . 

10 . Supplementary Questions . — Any member may put a supplementary 
question for the purpose of further elucidating any matter of fact regarding 
which an answer has been given : 

Provided that the President shall disallow any supplementary question if, 
in his opinion , it infringes the rules as to the subject-matter of questions . 

11 . Motions for adjournments . - ( 1) A motion for an adjournment of the 
business of the Assembly for the purpose of dişcussing a definito mattor of 
urgent public importance may be made with the consent of the President. 

(2 ) Notice of a motion under sub -rule ( 1) shall be givon before the commence 
ment of the sitting on the day on which the motion is proposed to be made both 
to the President and to the Minister concerned . 

12 . Restrictions on power to make motion . The right to move the adjourn 
nient of the Assembly for the purpose of discussing a definite matter of urgent 
public importance shall be subject to tho following restrictions , namely :- - 

(1) not more than one such motion shall be made at the same sitting ; 
( i ) not more than one mattor can be discussed on the same motion , and 

the motion must be restricted to a specific matter of recent 

occurrence ; 
( iii ) the motion must not revivo discussion on a matter which has been 

discussed in the same session , 
(iv ) the motion must not anticipate a matter which has been previously 

appointed for consideration . In determining whether a discusion 
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is out of order on the ground of anticipution , regard shall be had 
by the President to the probability of the muitur anticipated being 

brought Leforo the Assombly within x reasonablo time ; and 
( 0 , the motion must not deal with any matter which is under adjudication 

by & Court of Luw having jurisdiction in any part of India .

( 2 ) He may diroct any member whose conduct is iu his opinion grossly dis 
orderly to withdraw immediutely from the Assembly , and any member go 
ordlere i to withdraw shall do so forthwith and shi l ubeen himself during the 
renuinder of the day s meeting. If any incinber is ordered to withdraw a socond 
time in the game session , the President may direct the member to ubeent bim 
self from the meetings of the Assembly for any period not longer than the 
remninder of the websion , and tho member 80 diructod shall absent himself 
acrordingly . 

(3 ) The President inay , in the case of grave disorder arising in the Assombly , 
suspend any sitting for a time to be named by him .

18 . Publication of Bills . -- The Governor-General may order the publication of 
any Bill (together with the Statement of Objects and Reasons accompanying it ) 
in the Gazette , although no motion has been made for leave to introduce the 
Bill . In that case it shall not be necessary to move for leave to introduce the 
Bill, and , if the Bill is afterwards introduced , it shall not be necessary to publish 
it again . 

Notice of motion for leave to introduce B1118 . - ( 1 ) Any member, other 
than a Minister , desiring to move for leave to introduce a Bill , shall give notice 
of his intention , and shall , together with the notico , submit A copy of the Bill 
and a full Statement of Objects and Reagons .
